Restriction to one of the following inventions is required

I. Claims 1-15 and 45-50, drawn to a system for 
establishing vascular access, classified in class 606, 
subclass 185. 

II. Claims 16-44, drawn to a method for establishing 
vascular access, classified in class 128, subclass 
898 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus 
for its practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be 
shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced 
by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this 
case, the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another 
and materially different process. For example, it could be used 
to establish access to the stomach rather than a blood vessel.
